FOR PUBLISHING AN OBSCENE POEM 


Wm. Freudenau Is on Trial To-Day in the 
United States District Court. 


The trial of Wm. Freudenau, the so-called 
editor of an alleged weekly newspaper, was 
begun in the United States District Court this 
morning and will probably be finished to- 
night. Inone issue the paper contained a 
vulgar, obscene poem, which no decent per- 
son could read without blushing and no de- 
cent man would print inanewspaper. The 
matter was called to the attention of the 
Grand-jury, which returned an indictment 
charging Freudenau with violating the statate 
by sending the matter through the mails. 

When the case was calied for trial the jury 
was selected and sworn. Mr.Cahoon, for the 
Government, opened the case and read the 
indictment, which contained a copy of the 
vulgar poem, with dramatic effect.” The first 
witness was J. H. C. Irwin, who had been 
connected with tne paper which contained the 
poem, and his testimony was introduced to 
show that Freudenau knew of the poem be- 
fore it appeared, read it, and knew what it 
was before it went into the paper. He hada 
conversation with Freudenau subsequent to 
the publication intwhich Freudenau spoke of 
the edition being exhausted and the publica- 
tion of a second edition. 

Ben Tatum, the mailing clerk, recognized 
bis handwriting in the address written on this 
particular paper, which was made the ground 
of the charge. is was a sample copy sent 

ith others on Monday, the l4th, before they 
knew that there would besuch a demand for 
copies containing the poem. Allsuch papers 
he put in a pile, tied up and took to the Post- 
office, but he could not swear to malling this 
particular paper. 

The numerous objections made by counsel 
and the minute examinations of ali details oc- 
cupied a good deal of time, and the prosecu- 
tion had just finished with Tatum when the 
hour for recess arrived. 

The defense will probably be that the poem 
got into the paper without the knowledge of 
the editor.

CHICAGO, Deo. 14. 10 a. m.—Interest in the 
all-absorbing Cronin trial appéared to have 
greatly subsided this morning, judging by the 
meager crowd that assembled in Judge Me- 
Connell's court at the hour of opening of the 
court. Notone-third of the seats were occu- 
pied and the greater portion of the audience 
seemed to be composed of morbid curiosity 
seekers. 

10:30—Judge MoConnell has not yet arrived 
in nis room, so itis not known whether the 
jury is waiting for him or he forthejury. A 
report has reached one of the lawyers for the 
prosecution that the jury have agreed on a 
verdict on all except Beggs. 

As usual the only topic of conversation was 
the anticipation of the jury’s verdict, and the 


prevailing opinion secmed to be that no con- 
clusion had been arrived at during the night. 
Of course every hour’sdelay only served to 
raise the hopes inthe hearts of the anxious 
friends of the prisoners who were praying fer- 
vidly for a disagreement, and of the opposing 
counsel the faces of the defendant’s attor.

visages of the counsel forthe prosecution. 
COUNSEL FOR THE PRISONERS 

Mr. Foster was the first lawyer to put in an 
appearance and he spent the time chatting 
good naturediy with the press representatives 
and assuring all inquirers how impossibie it 
was for afair minded jury to do other than 
acquit his client, Mr. Beggs.

Henry Shaw's Bequest to the Pub- 
lic Administrated With - 
out Him. 


Criticism of the Trustees by the 
. City’s Executive. 


What President Lackland of the Trust Has 
to Say in Reply—James E. Yeatman Ex- 
plains—Problems to Be Considered—Va.- 
cancies in the Board—Suggestions on a 
Memorandum—A Legal Point—The Bo- 
tanical Garden’s Management. 


The administration by the trustees under 
Henry Shaw’s will of his bequest to the pub- 
lic—the Botanical Gardens—is not meeting 
with unanimous approval. The principal 
critic is the Mayor of St. Louis, who, by vir- 
tue of his office, is himselfa member of the 
board. He has never attended 
15 meeting, had nothing to do 
with the organization, and though named 
as Chairmen ofthe Cemmittte on Ways and 
Means has never acted in that cupacity. Hig 
reason isthis: The bequest was to the..pwblic 
and as the official representative Of the pub- 
nie, being Mayor of the City, the organization 
of the trustees shpa@id have been de- 
ferred until he h called a meeting, 
that all # meetings should de 
held in a Dublio place, such as the City Hall, 
in which he would be- pleased to provide a 
suitable meeting place. 

„do not believe that the official represent- 
ative ofthe public occupies exactly the same 
position on the Board of Trustees that the in- 
dividuais named in will do,’’ he said. ‘‘The 
gardens were not left to the trustees but 
to the people, and the ad min- 
istration of the bequest should 
be fortheir benefit. The trustees should re- 
cognize this fact and hold their meetings at a 
public place. The organization of the board 
was effected ina down-town bank before I 
thought a decent period had elapsed after the 
death of Mr. Shaw, and subsequent meetings 
at the garden residence of Mr. 
Shaw and at his down-town res- 
idence, Seventh and Locust streets. I have 
not attended any meetings as I do not propose 
to follow the other trustees around to banks, 
country residences und club-houses. The 
City Counselor, Mr. Bell, agrees with me. 

When the organization meeting at the Boat- 
man’s Bank was held Mayor Noonan’s 
protest against the preliminary meeting be- 
ing held anywhere but in the.office of the 
Mayor of St. Louis was published exclusively 


in the Post-DispaTcH. The protest of the 
Mayor was not regarded then by the board 
nor hus it since been considered as having 
any matter of weight in it. The other trustees 
have met regularly but Mayor Noonan has 
never met with them. 
RUFUS J. LACKLAND, 
President of the Board of Trustees, said this 
morning: ‘‘Under the will of Henry Shaw 
the trust was Greated for the care of the 
Botanica! Gardens. The bequest was in- 
tended by him for the benefit of the public, 
and no where in his will does he name the 
city or the City of St. Louis as beneficiary. 
He named as trustees a number of individuals, 
and then named the Mayor of St. Louis 
and his successors n office the 
Bishop of the Episcopal Church in the Dio- 
cese of Missouri and his successors, the Pres- 
ident for the time being of the Academy of 
Bcience of St. Louis and his successors, the 
President for the time being of the public 
schools and his successors, the Chancelor of 
Washington University and his successor, 
The Mayor isa member of the board, but 
is in exactly the same situation as 
the other members. The President of the 
School Board was F. N. Judson and he was a 
member of the Board of r virtue of 
his office so long as he held it. hen O. F. 
Miller was elected President of the School 
Board he succeeded Mr. Judson in the trust. 
When Mr. Noonan’s successor is elected, that 
guccessor by virtue of Mayor 
of the city will take „ Noonan’s 
place in the trust. The first meeting was 
called for the Boatman’s Bank, as we thought 
it was the most convenient piace. There was 
not a quorum present, andthe next meetin 
was called to be held at Mr. Shaw’s city resi- 
dence, Seventh and Locust streets.

A DOCTRESS VOUDOUED. 


HOW HATTIE JOHNSON BEWITCHED A 
CHRISTIAN SCIENTIST HEALER. 


A Caif’s Head Did the Work—Dr. Mary Duff 
Asks the Ald of a Justice in Forcing the 
Voudou Woman to Free Her From the 
®pell—The Strange Case to Be Tried Tues- 
day. 


„Dr. Mary Duff vs. Hattie Johnson, called 
the clerk in Justice Harmon’s court-room 
yesterday afternoon. 

The response was ‘‘not ready for trial,’’ 
and the case was accordingly laid over until 
the 17th inst. 

This is about the tenth continuance of 
this case, which has caused much 
speculation and mefriment among the hab- 


itues of the Justice courts. On October 1 Dr.

each other. There was a young man named 


Ed McFarland who was a friend of Hattie 
Johnson, who poses asa particular friend of 
the Wulte Queen of the Voudous’’ at New 
Orleans. McFarland became ill and called 
on Dr. Mary Duff for treatment.

They discovered that MoFarland was appar- 
ently the cause for this, so it 
was necessary to ‘‘charm’’ him away 
from the mental science healer. Numerous 
disciples of Voudouism began to hover in the 
vicinity of the house of Dr. Duff, and charms 
were scattered promiscuously sround. The 
next day McFarland returned to the Voudou 
doctress, and at the same time carried away a 
slipper belonging to Dr. Mary Duff. Soon

Duff of an effectual way to hoodoo 
the voudou doctress, and on the payment of 
the money gave explicit instructions hose 
doso. The next night at a late hour Dr. Duff; 
burdened with a numbér of pacwages, silently 
stole aver to Clark avenue to the residence of 
Hattie Johnson and proceeded with her occult 
incantations to hoodoo the voudoulst. 

First a ifpe of salt was placed all around the 
house, after which a liberal arg of ‘‘con- 
gealed dragen’s blood, a light yellow 
powder, was scattered on the porch and steps 
to the accompaniment of the necessary in- 
cantations and oceult demonstrations. hile 
engaged in this pleasing occupation she was 
observed by a colored man living in the house. 
With a screech of terror and with his hair 
arect on his head he rushed into the house and 
informed the doughty Hattie that

‘*Fo’ the wd if dat debbil ’aint bringin’ 
the imps ob Satan to dis house, the yvoudou- 
ist screamed, and with a rush and scramble 
out the door she pounced on the unsuspecting 
Dr. Duff, who was engaged in more incanta- 


tions. ° 

„What you doin’ heah, you ole witch-deb- 
bil,’’ sereechea Hattie Jo uson. Get outen 
heah or I'll kill you, sho’.’’ 

A lively tussie ensued, which attracted the 
attention of the police, and jboth women were 
arrested and the next day were dealt with by 
the Police Court, 

Soon afterwards Dr. Duff found a bundle on 
her back poreh at night, She was afraid to 
touch it, but a neighbor ö opened 
it, and founda caif’s head wrapped up in a 
new towel. In t's nose was a Candle 
tull ot pins and needies and in the mouth 
were a number of bits of paper scribbied with 
hieroglyphics. In one of the pieces of paper was 
wrapped 85 cents. The dauntiess neighbor 
washed the towel and spent the 85 cents for 
beer, but a feeling of depression which Dr.

The Apathetic Elections of Former Years 
to Be Succeeded by a Close Contest— 
The Retirement of John W. Booth Will 
Prevent Unanimity—The Offices and 
the Candidates. 

GY — N Wednesday, the 8th 

2 of January, officers for 
Yy the year 1890 will be 
elected by the members 
of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change.

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JAMES BRENNAN OREATES OONSTRRNA- 
: NATION BY HIS PRESENCE... 

_ Produced on a Writ ot Habeas Corpus to 
Prove He Is Not a Leper, but a Single 
Glance Satisfies the Court He Is—Judge 
Klein on Parents’ Responsibility for Their 
Children’s Acts, 


HE leper, James Bren- 


nan, was in court to- 

day on a writ of habeas 

corpus and created a 

sensation. On last 

Wednesday Mr. Jobn 

B. Slevin, in behalf of 

Mr. Brennan and his 

sister, Julia B. Gaz- 

zolo, filed a petition 

in Judge Valliant’s 
court for a writ of habeas corpus, and in this 
petition said James Brennan was restrained 
of his liberty by George F. Dudley, Health 
Commissioner, in Quarantine Hospital, St. 
Louis County, and condemned asa leper, 
as being afflicted with a loathsame, malig- 
nant and contagious disease. Mr. Slevin de- 
nied that Mr. Brennan was afflicted with lep- 
rosy or with any malignant, infectious or 
contagious disease, and said that he was 
restrained of, his liberty without cause. 
A writ was asked and Dr. Dudley was ordered 
to produce the body of John Brennan in court 
Saturday morning. No one thought Dr. Dud- 
ley or Mr. Slevin would bring Brennan into 
court, but would simply argue the case on the 
facts known. To the surprise of every one 
and the horror of several hundred persons 
whosaw him, Brennan appeared in person 
at 9:30 o’clock and satin the court-room an 
hour until his case was called up. The court- 
room was packed with the usual numberof 
attorneys, jurors and witnesses, and by those 
who knew of Brennan’s presence. Many did 
not know he was in court, but as soon as they 
were made aware of it hastily left the room. 
Brennan sat alone on 2 bench on 
the north side of the court-room, 
a pitiable and loathsome object. White and 
blue patches were boldly outlined on his face 
and neck and hands. When the case was 
called Brennan was brought forward and 
Judge Valliant took one glance at him. Mr. 
Slevin read his petition and Counselor Bell, 
for Dr. Dudley, read the reply and claimed 
Brennan was aleper beyond doubt, and to be 


at large would be placing the lives of the 
public in 1 They had no sooner 
finished their petition than Judge Valliant re- 
manded Brennan tothe custody of . Dud- 
ley. Daniel Mandrigan, keeper of Quaran- 
tine, motioned Brennan to follow, and they 
left the room followed at a respect- 
distance by a curious crowd. 
When Brennan had gone Judge 
Valliant told the Sheriffto excuse all jurors 
not in the panel in the case on trial and to 
raise all the windows. He then ordered a re- 
cess of half an hour and ordered the janitor to 
invert the bench that Brennan occupied so no 
— — would sit there. 
rennan will be returned to Quarantine im- 
mediately and will no doubt remain there un- 
til he is relieved of his sufferings oy the 
friendly hand or death. 


Parents’ Responsibility for Their Children. 


Judge Klein in his rulings to-day sustained 
a demurrer in the interesting damage suit of 
Julia O’Brien against Luther Loomis. The 
plaintiff in her petition states that she was in 


the employ of the defendant, Luther Loomis. 
asaservant. That defendant’s son, Henry, 
a boy about 10 years of age, 
was a member of the family and 
was a reckless child and had little or no dis- 
cretion in the use of fire-arms. That this 
reckless character of the child and his want 
of discretion in the use of fire-arms and that 
it would lead him to fire the same at persons 
wesiwelljknown tojbis father, yetjhe negligently 
and carelessly furnished and gave him a cat 
rifle and ammunition to shoot and negligently 
and carelessly permitted said child to have 
and control said rifle and ammunition to 
shoot with, well knowing the danger thereof 
to his servants. That the bop through this 
reckless habit and want of discretion in the 
use of said gun fired the same at plaintiff and 
wounded her in the breast. The father de- 
murs to the petition on the ground: that it 
does not state facts sufficient to constitute a 
cause of action. 

Judge Klein rules on the demurrer, saying: 
„It will be seen that the petition seeks to take 
the case out of the general rule that the 
father is not liable for the wilful acts of the 
child and to base the action on the ground 
of the alleged negligence of the father in plac- 
ing in the charge of his minor ehild, known 
to the father to be reckless and without discre- 
tion,a dangerous agency which the fatner knew 
he would probably use to the injury of another 
and the subsequent reckless use of the danger- 
ous agency by the child to the piaintiff’s dam- 
age. It is plain from the averments of the 
petition that the act of the boy was a wilful 
tort. The petition charges that it was through 
the reckless habit and want of discretion inthe 
use of firearms that the boy fired the gun 
at the aintiff. It is not alleged that 
the act done in pursuance of any com- 
mand Girection of the father, norin the 
course of any agency between the fatber and 
the son. Under this state of facts it would 
geom that the case falle within the well estab- 
lished rule of the common law, that the father 
is not responsible for the wilful torts of his 
child, which are not done in his Immediate 
presence in such a manner as to raise the in- 
ference that they were done at his direction or 
in the course of some agency between them. 
This principle was applied by the Supreme 
Court of California to acase very similar to 
the present, where the father gave a pistol to 
his child under circumstances similar to those 
in this case. Under the civil lawthe father 
would be liable. Under the common law he 
would be exonerated. The demurrer is sus- 
tained.’’

CLOSING THE BOOKS. 

The majority of the subcommittees have 
done more than was expected of them, but 
some seem not to have appreciated the im- 
portance of promptitude in obtaining signa- 
tures to the books placed in their charge, and 
it is to impress upon these the necessity of 
increased activity that the meeting has been 
called. The wholesale and retail firms have 
as a rule done more than their share, but the 
capitaliste and holders of real estate, as well 
as some corporations, have evidently not had 
the matter properly presented to them, as on 
the subscription list their names are 
conspicous by their absence. That this is an 
oversight on their part, rather than studied 
indifference to the interestsof St. Louis, is 
confidently believed by the membersof the 
Executive Committee, and it is expected that 
when the importance of their co-operation is 
properly brought before them, the omission 
will be amply remedied.

do not wish it to be understood that 
St. Louis is behind its rivals in 
liberality, as the contrary is the case. 


Chicago’s fund does not exceed $2,500,000, 
while New York has about $6,000,000. This 
city isaboutonan eguality with New York 
andis much ahead of Chicago. But it is 
deemed most necessary to make the best 
showing possible, and the earnest co-opera- 
tion of all is requested. The following ap- 
peal has been made to the citizens of St. 
Louls by the Executive Committee: 

FROM THE COMMITTEE. 

The undersigned, members of the St. Louis 
World's Fair Committee, take pleasure in an- 
+nouncing to the people of St. Louis that the 
reports from Washington of the work being 
done there are in a high degree encouraging. 
At this stage of the competition the location 
of the World's Fair cannot be confidently 
claimed for any city, but the number of mem 
bers ofthe House and Senate who have de- 
clared for St. Louis as a first choice, and the 
generally friendly attitude toward St. Louis 
of the — r of other competing cities, 
have satisfied those in charge of the work that 
St. Louis’ prospects for obtaining the Fair 
are at least as promising as those of any of 
the competing cities. 

These encouraging prospecté, however, are 
conditioned upon the representatives of St. 
Louis being enabled to assure Congress of the 
actual subscription of an adequate guarantee 
fund. New York and Chicago claim to be pre- 

ared to make the requisite showing, If St. 
Louls would compete on equal terms, itis 
necessary that her fund also shonuid be 
brought up to the assumed requirement. In 
order to accomplish this within the brief time 
remaining for the work, it has been de- 
cided to issue this appeal to the public- 
spirited citizens of St. uls to come forward 
and subscribe or increase their sub- 
scriptions.

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DANGEROUS GROUND. 


The Southern men who without due 
‘consideration indorsed the Blair educa- 


tion bill should have their eyes opened by 
its author’s support of Federal control 
over elections. If the Federal Govern- 
ment furnishes the money for the schools, 
its interference with and control over 
school elections will follow as a matter of 
course. That Federal education scheme, 
ike the proposed distribution of the sur- 
plus or the internal revenue tax among 
the States, and like the moyement to 
place the conduct of elections for Con- 
gressmen and Presideutial Electors in the 
hands of the Federal Executive, is but 
one of many persistent attempts to lay 
the basis for a complete centralization of 
our system of government. 

The revolt of the Virginia Republicans 
against President HaRRISON’s attempt to 
inject a Federal control into the State or- 
ganization of their party through the ap- 
pointing power, shows how instinctively 
the people, irrespective of party or sec- 
tion, resent such interference and oppose 
the centralization it would eventually 
establish. If that lesson is lost on the Re- 
publican majority in Congress and they 
proceed with their schemes for Federal 
interference with local elections, to be 
broadened gradually upon the basis of 
increasing Federal appropriations for ed- 
ucational and other local purposes, they 
will soon reduce their party to a minority 
in every State in the Union. 

Attachment to the privilege of local 
self-government, jealousy of outside in- 
terference and dread of centralized 
power, are the sturdiest and the most 
universal sentiments controlling the 
American people in politics.

LOST IN THE SOUTH SEA. 


THE PERILS ENCOUNTERED BY A SHIP'S 
CREW AMONG SAVAGES. 


Story of the Wreck of the Portland Bark, 
Commanded by Capt. Gooding—Thrilling 
Experience of the Castaways—Rescued 
by Missionaries—One Thousand Miles in 
a Canoe—Arrival of the Mariners at San 
Francisco.

Tewksbury Sweet, lost in the south Pacific 
last spring, and has just arrived in this city on 
his way to his home at Yarmouth. He and his 
crew bad been given up for dead, and the first 
intelligence that they were still alive was re- 
ceived about two weeks ago. Their escape 
from death by the wreck and from the savages 
makes an interesting story. 

The staunch American bark salled from New 
Castle, New South Wales, on March 17 for 
Hong Kong. On April 9, she encountered a 
gale and was carried ashore on Susanne Reet, 
near Poseat Island, one of the Carolinas. A 
very high wind was blowing at the time and 


‘the surf was running high. The vessel com- 


menced to go to pieces goon after she struck. 
Nothing was saved from the vessel but one 
chronometer. The crew escaped in one of the 
ships boats, and managed with great difficulty 
to reach a small isiet to the northward. From 
this islet, after the stqrm had subsided, they 
made the Island of Poséat, which is inhabited 
by flerce savages. 
IN THE HANDS OF SAVAGES. 

As the boat approached the island a fleet of 
canoes put off from the shore. There were 
about thirty canoes with eight or fen men in 
each all armed with knives and spears. Some 
of the savages in their eagerness jumped 
overboard and swam to the boat, each with & 
long wicked knife held between his teeth. The 
first savages reached the boat, clambered 
in until the boat was nearly swamped, then 
they began to strip the sailors of 
their coats and outer garments, throwing the 
garments aboard their own canoes. The men 
were soon despolied of everything but their 
undershirts. Then the whole fleet drew in 
towards the land. The savages all this time 
had kept up a tremendous din of shouting and 
singing and the crowd of women and children 


on the shore were dancing and jumping avout 
with shouts and cries. The sallore expected 
no better treatment than to be killed and 
eaten, but as they learned afterward, the na- 
tives of this island are not cannibals. 

While the shipwrecked crew were standing 
surrounded by the noisy crowd, a man, 
dressed as all the others, with only a cloth 
about his nips, came forward and spoke to 
them in English. He gave his name as Charles 
Irons, an Englishman by birth, and offered to 
render any assistance possible. It seems that 
he was. left at Poseat by a trading vessel about 
four years ago, his business being to repre- 
sent traders on the Cocoanut Isiands, but the 

esse! never called for Irons since leaving 

im, and he bad gradually assumed the habits 
of the natives. He finally became like them 
in appearance and manner. He had taken to 
himself seven wives, and was régarded by the 
natives as a man of S only 
to the chief of the tribe. Irons had even 
forgotten many of the common details 
of civilization, but he was of d service to 
the castaways—no doubt saving the lives of 
them all. A day or two after landing at Poseat 
Capt. Gooding, who had become wupocertain 
about bis reckoning of time, and not Knowing 
exactly whether the day was Thursday or Fri- 
day asked Irons it he knew what day ofthe 
week it was. Irons answered that he dia not 
and more than that he did not know what year 
It was. He interested himself in behalt of the 
shipwreeked men and hired a canoe from the 
natives. 

SAILED FROM THE ISLAND. 

Captain Gooding, Second mate George W. 
Harrison and one ot the ship’s crew set sail 
ten days aftertheir arrival, orn the rest 
ofthe men and first mate, Richard Watchman 
—seven men in all—at Poseat. 
tain and his men made 
from island to island, touching 
at eight different points and making stops at 
‘each, varying from two days to a month, 
They finally arrived at Ruk, where thereis a 
missionary station. Here they were cared for 
by the missionaries and obtained the use of 
the boat belonging to the station. The 
missionaries did not like to let them have the 
boat, because, if feprived of it, they would 
be exposed to danger of attack from natives 
and deprived of their only means of leaving 
the leland, but finally gave consent. The 
missionaries also told them that had they 
come asbore at Poseat with any valuables 
the natives would 8 have killed 
them as they had others. In the mission- 
ary boat, a staunch center boarder, 
the Captain made sail back to at. He 
men returned with his crew to the missionary 
tsland. Two months later the missiona 
vessei Morning Star arrived and took them all 
to Honolulu, where they arrived November 
18. From Honolulu Capt. Gooding and — 
of the crew were brought by steamer Austra- 
— A San Franciseo, arriving there Novem- 

er > 

THE FIRST NEWS OF THE CREW. 

The first act of Capt. Gooding on reaching 
San Francisco was to telegraph the vessel 
owners, Messrs. Chase, Leavitt & Oo. of this 
city. This message was received as veritable 
tidings from the dead, as hope of hear- 
— from either ship or men had long been 
relinquished. Capt. Gooding states that be 
left two of his men ia the hospital at Honolulu. 
Two more are coming on a sailing vessel from 
Honolulu. One man, the Steward, has shipped 
as a hand on the Morning Star, and the two 
mates and seamen accompanied the Captain 
to San Francisco. He estimates that his 
voyaging in canoe and boat around by way of 
the islands to Buk and the return to Poseat 
and back to Buk, was about one thousand 
miles. During these voyages and the stay on 
the Islands covering a period of about six 
months, the men subsisted on cocoanut 
and natural products, which form the usual 
food of the natives. 

In conclusion, Capt. Gooding said: It was 
the most thrilling experience I ever had in all 
my seafaring life, captured as we were by 
such beings, and saved in such a sensational 
manner. After it was decided the natives 
not to kill us the sallors were given the wideat 
possible liberties, You can imagine our ft 25 
tude to Irone, and we lost no opportuni 
express it.

Complications Brought About by Ite Pro- 
traction—Flood of Telegrams. 


The fight over the Postmastership has taken 
ona pecullar phase.

HE CENTURY 
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DISASTROUS WRECKS. 


FOUR MEN KILLED AND SEVERAL INJURED 
IN TWO RAILROAD ACOLDENTS. 


Missouri Pacific Passenger and Freight 
Trains Collide at Pleasaft Hill and a 
Wabash Dirt Train Runs Down a Hand 
Car at Ferguson Statien—List of the 
Dead and Injured. 


WO rallroad ac- 
cidents which 
occurred last 
evening resulted 
in the death of 
four men and the 
injuring of sev- 
eral others. The 
Missouri Pacific 
road had a col- 
lision at 10:30 last 
night near Pieas- 
ant Hill, which 
resulted in two 
men being killed 
outright. They 
were two unknown tramps who had been 
stealing a ride on the road. Pleasant 
Hill is a station on the Missouri 
Pacific, a short distance this side of Kansas 
Ci y. Passenger train No. 8of the road was 
coming east and it collided with a west-bound 
freight train. The passenger train was really 
the fast mall train returning to St. Louis. It 
was composed of an empty mail car, a Pull- 
man sleeper and a chair car, and 
did not have many passengers 
aboard. The heads of the passenger and 
freight locomotives came together with a 
crash. The tender of the passenger locomo- 
tive was thrown against the mail car just 
back of it, forcing in the end of the car. Be- 
tween the locomotive tender and the mail car 
were two tramps who were stealing a ride, 
and when the crash came théy were caught in 
it and mashed almost into a jelly, 
both dying instantly. All the pas- 
sengers on the train were badly 


shaken up and some of them thrown out of 
their seats by the shock, but fortunately none 
were injured, thougb for awhile they were 
considerably alarmed. The 
freight locomotive was forced into the front 
end of the car adjoining it. This car was 
loaded with hogs and a number of them were 
killed. Both locomotives had their heads 
stove in and were disabled. Others were sent 
to replace them and haul the trains to their 
destinations. The tracks were soon 
cleared of the wreck, and in a 
short time everything was running as 
smoothly onthe road as if nothing had oc- 
curred to disturb the serenity of things. The 
engineers and firemen of both locomotives es- 
caped unhurt by jumping from their cabs. 
The freight train was 111 in switching. 
One of the men who was killed was very well 
dressed and appeared to be about 30 years of 

e. A beam ran clean through him, holding 
him stapding erect with one foot on the ten- 
der and the other suspended in the air. 

AN ACCIDENT ON THE WABASH. 

A wreck that was even more disastrous oo- 
curred onthe Wabash road, ata point much 
neurer St. Louis. It was a smash-up, which 
took place at 5 o’clock last evening, near 
Ferguson Station, a suburb of this city. A 
dirt train was, backing from Bridgeton, 
where the steam shovel ig at 
work, into Ferguson for water. About 
200 yards north of the Ferguson coal 
chutes the flat car, which was being pushed 
by the locomotive, coliided with a hand-car 
bound for Bridgeton. The flat-car and tender 
of the locomotive were derailed and the hand- 
car thrown from the track. The flat - car had a 
number of men on it, and Chas. Deffenbough 
of Sandusky, O., conductor ofthe train, and 
James Esterbrook of St. Charles, a brakeman, 
were instantly killed. Ed Kennedy of Hanni- 
bal, Mo., engineer of the steam shovel; 
Charlies Stout, a workman, an 
Flus King and son of Carondelet, car inspect- 
ors, were seriously and others slightly in- 
jared. Kennedy had both legs broken, be- 
sides receiving other injuries. Stout was 
badly bruised and Kipg and son were injured 
about the head. The injured were taken to 
Ferguson, where Dr. James Douglass, the 
railroad MF pm b diner ad Dr. Gibson of Florissant 
and Dr. Hereford of Ferguson attended them. 
They were all sent later to the hospital of the 
company at Kansas City, except Kennedy, 
who was taken to his home at Hannibal. 
Conductor Deffenbough’s body was brought to 
St. Louis and James Esterbrook'’s remains 
were sent to St. Charles. 

It took about three hours to rémove the 
debris of the wreck so that the traffic of the 
road could be resumed. rge ins, the 
engineer of the work-train, claims that there 
were no lights on the hand-carand that he was 
about to whistle for coal when near the coal 
chutes when the accident occurred. It was 
not until after he had got out of his locomo- 
tive and found fragments of the hand-car 
that he knew what he nad struck. None of 
the men on the hand-car were injured. It 
appears that they saw the train coming before 
it reached them and stopped the hand-car and 
had it lifted half way off the track when they 
had to run to save themselves. Foreman 
Hutchinson of the Brid mn section was in 
charge of the hand- car.

INFLUENZA IN THE AIR. 


Symptoms of the Disease Already Visible in 
New York. 
RV Telegranh to the Post-DIsPatcr. 

New Tonk, Dec. 14.—That the Health De- 
partment is notalarmed at the prospective 
epidemic of influenza is demonatrated by the 
fact that all the members of the board yester- 
day attended a meeting at headquarters in a 
room occupied by aclerk possessing all the 


symptoms as received by cable from Europe. 
Hie nose was inflamed, he indulged in a dry, 
bard cough,’’ he sneezed industriously, he 
appeared debilitated, and when asked what 
time the members of the Board of Health 
would arrive, replied with due influenza 
— Id is nod certaid whad tibe they will 
cub.’ 

And yet the Health Department, individu- 
ally and goollectively. denies that the ep 
demic has reached New York. That it Is liable 
to reach here, however, is not denied, but,on 
the contrary, itis recognized as a probable 
visitor of the near future, but it is looked 
forward to as likely to afford interesting 
study combined with a degree of grim humor. 
„Tou cannot quarantine atmosphere, and 
as the influenza epidemic isin the air 1 don't 
see how we can head it off ifittakes a notion 
to visit New Tork, said Dr. Wm. M. smith, 
Health Officer of the port. In fact, it is 
not certain that we are really threatened with 
the epidemic. I baveseen no symptome of 
it on anyof the incoming European steam- 
ers, and it could not be imported in that way 
anyhow unless the atmospheric conditions 
were favorable. It is an infectious, not a con- 
tagious disease, and possesses iocal charac- 
teristics or preferences. 
an epidemic form in some parts of Europe, it 
has not made its n in others, and 
hence may not come here at all, or if it does, 


may assume a very mild form.

The Bavarian Criminal in the Hands of 
United States Officers. 


Sr. Paci, Minn., Dec, 14.—Michael Schrie- 
ber, the Bavarian murderer arrested in this 
city Saturday, is now a United States prisoper. 
The necessary papers for his arrest by the 
United States authorities were received in 
Minneapolis yesterday. Schrieber was 
brought before United States Commissioner 
O’Dell for arraigomert yesterday afternoon. 


This step was rendered necessary by the fact 
that no foreign country can make requisition 
on a State here forthe extradition of a crimi- 
nal, The negotiations must take place 
through the Federal Government, and 
80 to simplify matters Schrieber 
bas become * United States pris- 
oner. He was sent to the County Jail 
until December I to await the arrival of the 
United States District Attorney. He denies 
be killed his step-son or his father-in-law. He 
says after the death of bis step-son one Law- 
rence Strum publicly accused him of murder. 
He stood the insult as long as he could. One 
night he became beastly drunk. In the morn- 
ing when he knew riot what he was doing, he 
took a pistol and went to the house of Strum. 
He saw him bending over the wash- basin 

and leveling the pistol at his head he fired and 
fied. He went three miles that day, and in 
the morning as be started on his way he heard 
ofthe murder. Itis not probable he realizes 
hia true situation, as he asked to-day whether 
he would be allowed to live in this country if 
the Bavarian authorities don’t want him.
